The Texture of Butter. 

Both texture or grain of butter may 
be eaused by uneven ripening of the 
cream, uneven. salting or impure salt, 
‘and by churning at too high a temper- 
ature, Exposure of the milk, cream or 
butter to strong light also results in 
strealsiness, and. is, therefore. to be 
avolded..
